Government dredgers are employed mainly on projects financed by the 
Local Government, such as providing routes for navigation, improving existing 
waterways, and reclaiming sites for residential, industrial or health purposes. 


They are also employed on similar projects of Local Bodies on payment of - 


hire charges. 

2. This concern was commercialised from the 1st April 1925 with a capital 
of Rs. 45,95,864. The capital was made up of assets representing dredgers, 
pontoons, pipe lines, spares, stores, etc., to the extent of Rs. 42,45,864 and 
working capital Rs. 3,50,000. It was subsequently decided to amend the 
values of the dredgers “ Samuelson ” and “ Frederic Fryer,” the former being 
bought at a high price just after the war. The values of certain spare parts 
were also written down. These adjustments resulted in the writing down 
of capital by a sum of Rs. 10,34,083. A sum of Rs. 500 was also repaid to 
Government on account of the sale-proceeds of Barge A. Since then 
additional investments have been made to the extent of Rs. 9,07,095, bringing * 
the capital invested by Government to a total of Rs, 44,68,376 on 31st March

‘The loss was mainly due to the salvage operations on the weed-destroyer 
“H.R. Edwards,” which amounted in thetwo years to Rs. 3,41,454 ; this sum 
included a reserve of Rs. 1,00,000 for reconditioning the vessel after salvage, 
but as the salvage of the boat has since been abandoned the amount will 
be refunded to Government. The balance of the loss was due chiefly to the 
Frederic Fryer” having remained idle for some time in the year 1925-26. 

4. In accordance with the rules laid down for Government Commercial 
Undertakings provision will be required in the budget only for the 
following :— 

(i) Investments or Recoveries of Investments in Government Commer- 
cial Undertakings,  * 
{ii) Estimated Profit or Loss. 
(iii) Indirect charges to be recovered from Government Commercial

5. Item No. (i)—This deals with additional capital expenditure required 
or refund oPany investments already made.

It is clear from the above that the loss is due to the sinking of the weed 
destroyer “H.R. Edwards” and to “ Campbell” remaining idle for a 
considerably long time during the year. Every attempt is being made to keep 
the dredgers fully engaged so that there may not be any loss on account of 
idle time in future. This loss of Rs. 1,95,000 has been provided for in the 
budget under the minor head “ Losses on Government Commercial Under- 
takings ” shown as part of the Working Expenses of the Major Head * XIII.

The Balance Sheet as at 31st March 1927 appended 
hereto shows only a credit balance of Rs. 17,46,104 in the Government Capital 
Account. The difference of Rs. 1,C0,COO represents the investment on account of 
Depreciation Reserve Fund with Government wrongly treated in the accounts for 
1926-27 as a reduction from Government Capital Account. This sum has since 
been transferred to the Depreciation Fund Investment Account raising the balance 
in the Capital Account to Rs. 18,46,104. :

The net result up to 31st March 1927 is a loss of Rs. 95,592. It was mainly due 
to want of sufficient work to keep the Dockyard fully engaged. Government has 
since issued instructions to all the departments to give'as much work to the Dockyard 
as possible and itis expected to work the concern without loss in future. 

4, In accordance with the rules laid down for Government Commercial Under- 
takings provision will be required in the budget only for the following:— 

(i) Investments or Recoveries of Investments in |Government Commercial 
Undertakings, 
(ii) Estimated Profit or Loss, 
(iii) Indirect charges to be recovered from Government Commercial concerns.

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5. Item No. (i)—This deals with additional Capital expenditure required or re- 
fund of any investments already made. During the ensuing year no additional capital 
expenditure or refundis anticipated and therefore no provision is required under 
this head. 

6. Item No. (ii).—Under the existing rules the profit or loss and Indirect charges 
of Government Commercial concerns of a particular year are adjusted in Govern- 
ment Accounts in the succeeding year. The estimated Profit or Loss and Indirect 
charges for 1927-28 have therefore to be provided for in the budget for 1928-29. 
The accounts for 1927-28 are expected to show a profit of Rs. 34,500 as per the 
Profit and Loss Account attached and this sum hasbeen provided for in the budget 
under the receipt minor head “ Profits from Government Commercial undertakings a 
subordinate to the Major head “XX Ports and Pilotage.’ For purposes of 
comparison the actual results for 1926-27 and the estimate for 1928-29 are also given. 

The figures in the Profit. and Loss Accounts attached do not call for any 
remarks,

At present the audit feeshown in the Profit and Loss 
Account of the concern is paid to Messrs. Allan Charlesworth & Co., Chartered 
Accountants, for the work done by them and therefore no provision is mide in 
the budget. In future when the audits of the commercial concerns are taken 
over by the Commercial Audit Department of Government the Audit fees 
charged to the concerns will also be brought into the Government Accounts under 
the receipt minor head “ Recoveries of Indirect charges from Commercial Under- 
takings.” Interest Rs. 88,000 to be received from the concern has been provided 
for under the head “19—Interest on Ordinary Debt” asa deduct entry. 
Contribution for leave and pension Rs. 12,609 has been included in the provision 
under the head “ XXXIII Receipts in aid of Superannuation.”
